8,188 Marriages were registered in the past year. Of these, 4,514 were according to 
me rites of the Established Church, 2,362 were solemnized hi Presbyterian Meeting- 
houses, 1,200 in Registrars’ Offices by civil contract, 101 in Registered places of Worship 
and 11 were marriages by the Society of Friends. Table I. gives the number of Marriages 
registered according to each mode in 1862 and 1863, and the increase or decrease in the 
latter year.

There has been an annual decrease in the Marriages registered since 1859 in which 
year there were 9,261, being 1,073 more than in 1863 ; this diminution has,’ no doubt 
Deen mainly caused by the very large emigration from this country. The decrease in 
ine last twelve months, compared with the preceding year (1862), amounted to 242 The 
greatest diminution was in Presbyterian Marriages, which decreased by 127 ; those in the

2,081 of the Marriages registered in 1863 took place in the spring quarter of the year, 
1,906 in the summer, 1,908 in the autumn, and 2,293 in the winter. The greatest 
relative number of Marriages takes place in the winter quarter, ending- 31st December, 
and in the spring quarter, ending 31st March; and the least during the summer and 
autumn. In the ten years ending the last day of 1863, there were registered 90,613 
Marriages, of which 2d, 120 were in the winter,* 22,970 in the spring, 21,355 in the 
autumn, and 21,168 in the summer quarter. (See Table III.)
